Lovdon has been fo a state of commotion 
and excitement, and country visitors might 
well ask what all the ‘“‘fuss” was about.

Thames converges, throng Was greatest. 
At sunset, ye-terday, people began moving to 
the scene, avd until considerably past noon | 
to day the “ery was still they come.” In 
spite of the Usreateuing weather, all sorts and 
shapes of carriages were there, from the | 
dashing drag. with its load of aristocrats, 
down to the butcher's carts from Whitechap 
el, and the overloaded vans, with their quota 
of occupants. In London the ree raliway 
termini at London Bridge, Victoria and 
Waterloo road, aes seuding away trains 
packed full of travelers tbe scene of action. 
Both the London and Svuath Coast and the 
S.utbwestern Railway Companies had issued 
cheap excursion tickets, which enabled the 
perchaser to leave London about 8 a. m., 
spend the day and witoess the races on Epsom 
Downs, and be back lo Loodon before nine 
o'clock the same evening.

THE SOCIAL EVIL. 


A Boston Man Takes™p the Repu 
nant Topic. me 
(From an Address by F. B. Sanborn at the 
Cburch of the Disciples in Boston. |} 

This isa topic from which all good 
people draw back with repugnance, and 
even to name it calls for an apology, 
where the audience contains young and 
inexperienced persons. Bat I am 
speaking to-night te persons who. will 
know how to receive what is said, and who 
will receive without miga henan, | am 
sure, the little I have to say on this point. 
It is common among ists, 
who find in every vice the pardonable in- 
dulgence of a natural appetite, to speak 
of prostitution in this way. Some even 
go farther, and exalt the Yarlot's loath- 
some trade into a religious and moraliz- 
ing institution, for which they claim the 
protection of the law. This strange 
doctrine prevails largely in England, at 
| preoeet, aod is unmistakably upheld by 
| Mr. Lecky. The passage to which I refer 
| is in his last work—A History of European 
| Morals. This writer says: 

“There has arisen in society a figure 
which is certainly the most mournful, and, 
in some respects, the most awful, upon 
which the eye of tbe moralist can dwell. 
That unhappy being whose very name it 
isa shame to speak; who is scorned and 
insulted as the vilest of hersex, and doom- 
ed, for the most part, to disease and abject 
wretchedness, and anearly death, appears 
| in every age as the petual symbol of 
_ the degradation and the sinfulness of man. 
| Herself the supreme type of vice, she is 
ultimately the most efficient guardian of 
virtue. But for her, the unchallenged 
| purity of countless happy homes would 

ee lluted, and sot a few who,in the 
| pride of their untempted chastity, think 
of her with an indignant shudder, would 
have known the agony of remorse and 
despair. (n that one degraded and ig- 
noble form areconcentrated the passions 
that might’ have filled the world with 
shame. She remains, while civilizations 
| rise and fall, the eternal priestess of hu- 
|} Manity, blasted for the sins of her peo- 
vie 
Atrocious as I believe this sophistry to 
be, l.have quoted it because it is hones- 
tly held by a writer so respectable as Mr. 
Lecky, and because it presents in a strik- 
ing form, the most dangerous error that 
can prevail on this subject. This error 
arises, as [ maintain, from a complete

‘ onfusion of broad distinctions. 
Prostitution. is no more the result 
of a natural appetite, than deli- 


| rium tremens or the madness of opium; 
| like them, it is theresult of depraved habit, 
and must be dealt with as depravity, not 
asin any respect venial. There are, un- 
questionably, venial transgressions of the 
law of chastity,—but this is never one of 
them. So great in the force of a passion 
wisely implanted in men, and wholly inno- 
cent in its proper exercise, that when un- 
wise laws, or the customs of artifical society 
too long delay marriage or make it im- 
| possible, there can be nodoubt, in my 
| mind at least, that connections formed 
| naterally, beyond the limits of law and 
custom, may often be excused and pardon- 
The same broad rule of common 
sense and common humanity extends to 
the sexual errorsofthe young and un- 
taught, and to the first fault of misguided 
| women, quite as often a misfortune as a 
fault. 
will be condemned by many, | know—buat 
which I believe the best judgment of man- 
kind and the mercy of God approve,—be- 
tween this and the toleration of harlots 
and their viler consorts, there is a gulf so 
wide that nobody can ferry over it without 
leaving either his moral or his good sense 
as useless luggage behind him. It would 
be as reasonableto my mind, for Boston 
to put drinking fountains of strong brandy 
| at herstreet corners, under the plea of 
quenching natural thirst, as to encour- 
age, or even tolerate the existence of 
brothels. There not even the poor 
excuse that shelters the drinkingshop, that 
its draughts may sometimes be medicinal 
—for the victim of the otner depravit 
always risks his health as well as his soul, 
Mr. Lecky isterribly wrong in imagin- 
ing that his “priestess of humanity’ is, 
in any sense, the guardian of virtue. The 
experience of all countries where she 
ofhciates shows the contrary. It is in 
such countries as France, where she is 
recognized by the law, that the 
homes is most unsafe. Rev. William Ar- 
thur, an Englishman, whose practical ac- 
quaintance with the subject is worth ten- 
Mr. Lecky’s learned theories and rhe- 
torical imaginations, says after years of 
investigation in Paris, Brussels, Rome, 
Naplesand other cities where this vice 
prevails to a greater extent than any- 
emong nominal Christians,— 
Mr. Arthur says emphatically this 
‘Men once taughtto frequent the worst 
of women, learn to covert and conspire 
andthe enticement and

hen fines are imp for prostitution 
they deserve a greater condemnation; they 
are practically the price of a license to re- 
t the offense ; they place the pub- 
icin the tion of sharing with the 
guilty wretches the wages of ir trade. 
In a majority of cases, such fines are paid 
by the procurerin whose house the cal- 
| prits live, and are.asseased upon the first 
_ receipts of the woman who has thas been 
licensed to pursue her unlawful calling. 
At other times, they are paid by the men 
whose lust these women serve, and to 
whom the State, for so many dollars, hands 
them over. I cannot think that such 
transactions place our Puritan common- 
wealth in avery honorable attitude,—the 
exacting doorkeeper of a hundred brothels. 
The effect of a short sentence, expiring 
ona fixed day, is much the same, except 
that the public make no money by the 
transaction. The employer or the cam- 
panions of the women whose term is out, 
wait for her at the prison door and carry 
her back, without recourse, to the haunts 
she had been snatched from. By long 
sentences, abbreviated for good conduct, 
the day of discharge becomes indefinite, 
and may be known only to the authorities 
and to the prisoner, who thus has a chance 
of escaping the associations that, almost 
inevitably, will drag her back to vice.

It was on the 1%h of August, 1948, 
that, in the course of a journey I under- 
took to Jebl Ajloon and the I ar- 
rived at Diban (aacient Dibon), about one 
hour to the north of the Wadi Mojeb (Ar 
non), Por the sake of my friend and 
teetor Zattam, the son of the famous Pee- 
di-l-Fais, Scheich of the Beni Sachr, who 
accompanied me, I was received in a most 
friendly way by a tribe of the Beni-Hamide, 
encamped near Diban. Carpets and eush- 
a wae spread im the tent of the Scheich, 
aac ¢ Be prepased with allthe ceremo- 
nial of Bedouin etiquette. 

Before the operation of preparing and 
drinking coffee had been terminated, my 
friend Zattam, who was always most anx- 
ious to make my tour as pleasant and in- 
teresting 88 possible, had informed me 
that there was among the ruins of Diban, 
scarcely ten minutes from our encamp- 
ment, ® most interesting stone with an 
ancient inseription on it which no one had 
ever been able to decipher, which he would 
take me tosee. As sunset was drawing 
near | was anxions to be off at once, but 
Zattam was not to be persuaded to get up 
from his soft conch and leave off smoking 
his narghilee; while 1 was burning with a 
desire to see the inscription, which the 
Scheieh of the Beni-Hamide also described 
to me as one of the wonders of this region, 
which no Frank had yet seen, and which 
he now had offered to show me as a mark 
of honor to his friend Zattam and to me, 
who was travelling under his protection. 
I, of course, took this for what it was in 
general meant to be—a Bedouin compli- 
ment calculated to bring out a nice 
shish. Still | afterwards ascertained that 
his assertion asto no “European having 
before me-seen the stone was perfectly 
true; none of the distinguished travellers 
in those parts had ever seen or heard of 
it, or they would not have shunned trouble 
and expense to secure this treasure.

JAPANESE CRIMINAL LAWS. 


The Torture System—Pebdlic Execu- 
tions—A Death by Fire. 
[Yokohama Correspondent New York Tribune.) 

The penal laws of Japan are remarka. 
bly severe, and the list of crimes which | 
are punisbable by death is very large. A | 
complhecated system of espionage exists | 
for every branch of government and every | 
arece of society, rendering it extremely 

ificult for a criminal to escape detection. 
Once in the hands of the police there is | 
little chance of bis escape by bribery, be- | 
cause of the many checks brought to bear | 
upon those having the case in charge. A | 
sentence and its execution are not so | 
promptas has been generally sapposed. 
A primary examination is made Ey the 
Police Court, and ifthe case is one de- 
manding further action the offender is 
placed in confinement, there being no 
provision for a release on bail. Many of 
the lower classes who reach the jail never 
obtain atrial, the tardy action of the 
authorities and cruelty ofthe jailors de- 
ciding the cases by causing their deaths. 

The forms and obligations of an oath 
are not recognized here as in Christian 
communities. Of the modes of arriving 
at truthful testimony, there are two queit | 
peculiar and worthy of note: 

|. By making the witness seal his writ- 
ten testimony with a drop of blood taken | 
from under the forefinger nail. 

2. By subjecting the giver of false testi- 
mony tothe same punishment which his 
evidence brought upon another. 

The testimony most relied upon, lrow- : 
ever, is that obtained from the criminal 
himself for hisown comviction or ac quit 
tal. This, of course, is rarely voluntary, 
and tortures of different kinds are resorted 
to. The most common is that of placing 
the accused upon his knees across sharp- 
edged sticks. Heavy stones are then 
piled upon the thighs so as to cause the 
stieks to press into the flesh, producing 
the most excruciating paim. The bamboo 
is also freely used. 

Under this system there is little doubt 
that many an innocent man has contessed 
to the commission of crimes of which he 
has been entirely innocent rather than 
suffer further torture. Petty offenses are 
punished by beating with the bamboo, b 
imprisonment and transportation to wor 
in mines. On being discharged a ring is 
printed around the arms in India ink. If, 
on being arrested at any time, two or three 
are found to exist, the offense is punished 
by death, no matter how insignificant the 
offense. The most common form of execu- 
tion is by decapitation, and a theft of any 
amount exceeding ten dollars is thus pun- 


ished. For fratricide or the murder of a 
master, and crimes of an aggravated 
character, the culprit is crucified and 


transfixed by spears, one on each side 
Arson is punished by burning at the stake 
or rather on a cross. 

The ground of execution is usually near 
some throughfare, or on an elevated piece 
of ground so as to make as public as pos 
sible the punishment. A criminal, on |

THE PROTESTANTS IN MEXICO. 
Rapid Strides of the Missions—Inter- 
esting De of the Advance of Re« 
_ ligteus To 


[From the New York Herald, Ist.) 
The Methodist Preachers’ Association 


was entertained yesterday by the Kev. Dr. 
Butler, the Rev. Mr. Riley and Major 
Brown, who delivered on the | 
Protestantism in Mexico. From | 
these addresses it appears that there are | 
now in that country fifty-two Protestant | 
congregations, where, few years ago, 
a Protestant was denied the rights of | 
Christian sepulture. The American and ' 
Foreign Christian Union six yearsago sent | 
out Miss Rankin, a piousand educated New | 
England lady, who was very kindly re- | 
ceived among the Mexicans, and she hasor- | 
ganized and now superintends fourteen so- | 
cieties. Up to that time, and, indeed, antil 
the downfall of Maximilian, aminister of 
a Protestant denomination could not gain | 
a bearing among them, but there existed 
allantry enough among them to secure a | 
ady from persecution and insult. Since | 
that time, the government of President 
Juarez has presentees ¢iviland religious 
liberty to all, and, though they have to bear | 
local persecutions and insults, the cause 
still progresses favorably. Five priests 
have been converted, and there ares great | 
many native young men apxious to enter | 
the mission field, provided they can be 
guaranteed merely support, to the extent 
of about $250a year. The venerable and 
elequent Ponce de Leon, who is looked 
upon asa second St. Paul, travels every- 
where preaching and organizing societies, 
and ali that he receives is ten dollars a 
month. Eighteen months ago the Rev. 
Henry C. Riley, pastor of the Spanish- 
American church of this city, and a native 
of South America, was sent out to super- 
intend the Protestant congregations in 
Mexico. His command of the Spanish 
language (his vernacular) let him at once | 
into sympathy with the Mexicans, and he 
has organized thirty-eight congregations 
and maintained Protestant worshipamong | 


' 


_ themat his own expense. Himselfand Major 


Brown, who has spent six years in Mexico. 
are now here appealing to the American | 
churches for aid to purchase church edi- 
fices for these congregations. The repub- 
ican government of Juarez, having confis- 
cated the church and convent property of 
the Roman Catholic Charch, offers for 
sale such as are not needed for the actual 
wants of Catholic congregations, and the 
fund created by this sale is pledged to the 
snpport of popular education throughout 
the republic. These advocates of Mexi- 
can Protestantism during their brief visit 
here have raised $16,000 for this purpose. 
A wealthy Jew, in Monterey, to show his 
appreciation of what Protestantism has | 
done for his race, paid $5,000 in gold for 
one of the finest Jesuit churches in that 
city, and donated itto the Protestants, 
and @ congregation of over 2,000 persons 
worsntp theorem every sabbath day. | 
The family of Senor Romero, one of the | 
wealthiest in the city of Mexico, have es- 
tablished a chureh in their house which 
now numbers fifty-five members. A year 
avo Mr. Riley visited them and preached 
in their parlor toa few friends gathered | 
there. Subsequently Mrs. Romero pro- | 
cured a Bible, and while reading the Ten | 
Commandments she found that every one 
of them had been violated by the priests of 
the Catholic Church, and that the second. 
forbidding idolatry, had been omitted al- | 
together. She immediately destroyed her | 
pictures of the Virgin and saints and over 
the mantel in her parlor placed a portrait 
ot the Mexican eagle, surrounded by the 
Ten Commandments. Her husband af- 
terwards became.acoavert, and is now one 
of the leaders of Protestantism. Other 
interesting incidents were related, and the 
American churches were invited to aid in | 
the growth of Protestantism in Mexico.

About 260,000 
copies of the Agric ultural Report alone 
are printed every year, and these will 
p: ebably weigh two pounds apiece or 168 
Lach member of Congresa has about 
1.000 copies of this book for distributio 
and all these copies are put up ‘an 
warehoused in the folding-reom, sybject + 
tothe members’ frank, and when they ire 
tobe mailed they are packed in stron 
canvas bags,of the capacity ot two bushels 
grain measure. Sometimes 200 of these — 
heavy bags are sent of a single night to 
the Post Office, to take their turn on the 
much abused mail train. The boys who 
sat up books and speeches forthe mail are 
paid by the quantity of work done, and 
od bands can make nearly $50 a month.
